Thk numerous alterations and additions that have been 

made to the Surrey and 
Settlement Manual since it 
was printed in 1900, as well 
as the passing of the Bengal Tenancy Amendment Act, I of 
1907, nave rendered the issue of a now edition necessary. 
The complete transfer of cadastral survey operations from the 
supervision and control of the Survey of India Department 
to the Settlement Department which has been effected of 
recent years, has also made it necessary to considerably 
enlarge that portion of the Manual which contained the 
rules applicable to survey. As a fresh edition of the Manual 
thus enlarged would have been inconveniently bulky, it has 
been considered advisable to separate the Survey and 
Settlement portions and to issue two Manuals instead of 
one, each complete in itself. The new Survey Manual has 
been prepared by Mr. J. Reid, Settlement Officer of Chota 
Nagpur, and has been edited by Mr. H. McPherson, 
Director of Land Records. The Board are much indebted 
to these officers for the care and attention they have 
bestowed on the work. 

2. The Manual is interleaved with blank pages to allow 
of the insertion of additions or alterations made subsequent 
to its issue. All correction dips should bo entered in their 
proper places. 

3. Errors and omissions in the Manual should be 
brought to the notice of the Board. 

4. This Manual is to bo cited as “ The Bengal Survey 
Manual, 1908.”

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CHAPTER 1. 


Preliminary, 


1. Surveys may be made under the older Settlement Laws* with 

a view to settlements of Land 
Eevonue, or under the followiujr 
Acts : — 


(1) Of the Governor^GenoraPs Council — 

Ant IX of 1847 (Assessment of Alluvion). 

Act I of 1894 (Land Acquisition). 

Act VIII of 188/3 (The Ikmgal Tenancy Act), as amend- 
ed by Act HI (B.C.) of 1898 and Act I (B.C.) 
of 1907. 

(2) Of the Bengal Council — 

Act V (B.C.) of 1875 (Survey). 

Act III (B.C.) of 1870 (Irrigation). 

Act VI (B.C.) of 1880 (Drainage). 

Act II (B.C.) of 18«S2 (Embankments). 

Act V (B.C.) of 1897 (Partition of Estates). 

Tlio following rules rolato primarily to surveys under tho Sotllc- 
mont Laws, tho Bengal Tenancy Act, and tho Survey Act V (B.C.) of 
1875. They may also bo followed, so far as they arc applicable, iu 
surveys under tho other Regulalions and Acfs mentioned. 

2. “Survey ’* includes “ moasuroment ’’ and, in operations under 
Act V (B.C.) 1875, “identification of boundaries and all other 
operations antecedent to and connected with survey. 

8. Scttlemont-survoys are ordinarily classed as follows : — 

(i) Traverse surveys or surveys of tho boundaries of villages or 

estates. 

(ii) Cadastral surveys or surveys of fields within villages or 

estates. 


4. A survey of the bound aries of villages and of certain internal 
details was completed for tho greater portion of Bengal more than 50 
years ago. It is called tho Ruveiiuo survey. Tho original maps at 
present in the office of the Surveyor-General of Iinlia, are about to bo 
transferred to tlio Bengal Drawing Gflice. (Jopies of tliora aro kept in 
the district offices. The traverse surveys now in progress are usually 
based on tho Revenue Survey. 


CllAPTEIt II. 

Jjemarcation of village boundaries and identification of lands, 

6. There are ordinarily three processes connoctod with tho survey 
of boundaries : — 

(i) Demarcation. 

(ii) Traverse survey. 

(iii) Survey of the actual boundaries. 

ii 
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The first process is necessary for the identification of lands and for 
the demarcation of boundaries in the pretence of all the parties con- 
cerned. Asa map of every village was prepared at the time of the 
Revenue Survey, there will ordinarily be no difficulty in demarcating 
villages through the agency of tho zamindars, and no separate estab- 
lishment is required for the work. 

The second process is mainly technical, and consists of measuring 
straight lines, called traveree lines, from station to station fixed as far 
as possible at convenient intervals on the boundary of the village, and 
recording the bearings of such lines. These lines are plotted on a 
skeleton map, and are the basis of the oadaetral survey map. 

The third process, the survey of the actual boundary, is made 
during cadastral survey. Tho ainin bases his \vork on the stations 
marked at the time of traverse survey, and on the traverse lines plotted 
on the skeleton map supplied to him. 

6. For the purpose of settlements of land revenue, or for the pre- 

.... paration of a record of rights, the 

ni o Bimoy. village according to the Revenue Survey 

is, as far as possible and with the modifications described in tho 
rule 7 below, to be taken as tho unit of survey. When theie has not 
been a previous Revenue b’urvey of villages, the limits of villages will be 
laid down in accordance with the orders of tho Board of Revenue. 

7. Tho following rules, which form part of Chapter YI of 

tho Government Rules published under 

General rules fur deumreution. Tenancy Act, have the force

within tho exterior boundaries of the village maps of the Revenue 
Survey shall bo preserved as far as possible as the unit of survey and

“ (b) Whore there is no dispute the boundaries of the village aocord- 
ing to possossioa shall be followed for the purposes of map and record. 

“ {c) Where there is a dispute as to a village, the Revenue Officer 
shall decide tho dispute under the Beugal Survey Act, 1875 (Bengal 
Act V of 1875). _ , 

“ (d) Whore the Settlement Officer is of opinion that the village 
maps prepared at the Revenue Survey are not suituble as the unit of 
survey and record, he shall issue notice of tho inquiry to all parties 
concerued in tho manner ])rescribed, and after such local enquiry in the 
presence of tho parties as Le may consider necessary, shall determine 
tho area to be included in the village. He shall then submit his 
proceedings to the Board through such superior authorities as the 
Board may prescribe ; and such area as the Board may, after such 
enquiry as may bo deemed necessary, declare to be iucludtd in a 
villpgo shall bo adopted os the unit of survey and record of rights. 

Provided that in all cases where the Revenue Survey village is not 
adopted as tho unit of survey, the Settlement Officer shall draw up a 
statement, in such form as tho Board may proscribo, showing the areas 
adopted as tho unit of survey as compared with the areas oontained m 
tho village maps of ^ the Revenue Survey ; and such statement shall bo 
tiled in the Golleotor’s Office. 
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*^(e) Where no Revenue Survey maps have been prepared, the

On receipt of this information, the District Ofih'or is insfruotod to 
direct village cliauki<lars to jointly demarcate all the villaco 
trijunotiou points, and, for oaeh such point, to sign a joint report 
that this has been done. These reports aliould bo signed by the 
daffadar (or daffadars, if tho village concerned fall in moie tlian 
one circle) who should also bo jirosont at tho demarcation.

27. In every case of dispute in which the interests of Government 

are involved, a report should be sub- 

affecting Government in- mitted to the Collector of the district 
and an application should be made for 
any papers which may throw light on the case. Such papers 
should, where possible, be made over in original and without delay. 

28. When the settlement proceedings are under Regulation VII 

of 1822, patwaris, gumastas, and 
other persons by whom village accounts 
have been kept may be summoned 
to give such information as may be 

necessary in order to enable the Settlement Officer, or his subordinates 
duly authorised in that behalf, to identify the lands liable to settle- 
ment of land revenue. If they refuse to attend, or neglect to pro- 
duce papers, or to swear to their correctness when produced, or if they 
decline generally to give evidence le.^pecting them, they become 
liable to punishment under sections 23 and 25, Regulation XII of 
1817; section 12, Regulation II of 1819; and clause 2, section 19, 
Regulation YII of 1822. 

The Settlement Officer may also summon the proprietor or farmer 
of the estate under settlement, or may require him to procure the 
attendance of the village officers. Omission or refusal to comply with 
such requisition renders the proprietor or farmer liable to a daily fine, 
under clause 3, section 13, Regulation II of 1819 ; clause 2, section 19, 
Regulation VII of 1822, and Act XX of 1848. When the fine 
imposed under this Rule amounts to more than lie, 500, a special 
report should be submitted to the Commissioner. 

29. Alluvial aoorotions which cannot bo identified with lands 

contained in any village according to 
the Revenue Survey or the Diara 

Survey of 1864-1867 should be specially reported for the orders of 
the Board of Revenue. 

30. In tracts on tlio banks of changing rivers, the demarcation 
should bo made as soon as the water recedes, and the survey and 
other proceedings should follow as soon as possible. 

31. When two adjoining districts are uinler survey, the Superin- 

, . tendciits of Survey of I ho two districts 

shoiihi, in communication with each 
other, oome to an agreement in regard to the common boundary to 
bo followed; and care should thenceforward bo taken that the officers 
on either side do ni)t transgress those limits in demarcating the villages 
of their respective districts In the event of a district coming under 
survey alter the completion of the survey of an adjoining district 
the Superintendent should respect the boundary of the district first 
surveyed, unless it be inconsistent with the topographical features of 
the country, in which cage he should report the case for orders. But 
if the parties concerned are agreed that the boundary laid down at the 
former survey is incorrect, as regards actual possession, and consent 
to the specific correction proposed either by themselves or by the 
Survey Othoer, the necessity for altering the district boundaries should 
he reported to the Commissioner of the Division.

CHAPTER VI. 


Field Measurement or Cadastral Survey. 

System of Survey. 

82. Cadastral survey is usually done on the 16-iuoh scalo, and 
generally based on traverse plots. The traverse surveyor fixes a series 
of stations or ch ui ias on the ground, roughly enciroling the village 
boundary. These stations are nlctted on to the sheets, and connected by 
straight lines (in light-blue) called traverse lines. Tlie traverse surveyor, 
aooordii g to rule, must also run similar lines with intermediate 
stations through the village, at distances of not more than 40 chains apart 
from main traverse lines, and from each other. These lines aro called 
sub traverses. The cadastral amin is supplied with a 16-inoh sheet, 
on which the traverse and sub-traverse lines are shown with the connect* 
ing stations. He thus gets a skeh ton map of the village on which 
to work in the detailed survey, in addition he is supplied with a 
rough sketch of the traverse plots called the khaka» 
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88. The sjstem of detailed eurvey i$ as follows 


The survey of the village boundary is Brst completed by means 
of taken with the optical square. The villafte is 

then out uf) into qnadrilutoral figures, across the sides of 
which sub-lines aro run. The distances of ad important 
beuds in field boundaries, and of field oorners from thepe 
subdiues are also fixed by means of oiTsets, and the result 
plotted direct on to the IG-inoh sheet.

84. An offset is the perpendicular 

verso line, side of a 
quadrilateral or sub-lines, to all boundary 
bends, field oorners, or other important 
points, the position of whirdi it is necessary 
to fix. (iffsols aro taken by moans of the 
optical square, tlie u e of which is explain- 
ed below. The am in plots tho offsets direct 
on to ibe 10 inch sheets by means of the 
oompnss and scale. He then joins the 
k'ttans or points at wliich field or village 
boundaries are intciscctod by the chain 
lines, and the points offset ted to, as in 
figure 1. lie thus g ts an o.oot representa- 
tion of a village boundary or field bound- 
ary, as tlie case may be. 

85. In moasuiing offsets of greater 
length than one chain, tlie Gunter’s chain 
shcnild be lifted Jn cbso of offsets one 
chain or Icfb, a bamboo pole will suffice. 
The pole is 2u links in length Ka(.'h link 
is ninrke<l <'11 by a <; rcl« cut on (lie pol®. 
TliP 5<h, nth and lOib links aro marked 
by a 8|>( cially bmucr circle. The pole thould 
bo perfectly straight. 

86. The optical square is used in taking 

rh.<ptic.i.<i...r.. offseto to find the 
point in the line of 
the amin’s adrance, to which a field corner, 
point in a boundary bend or other required 
point is exactly perpendicular. For this 
purpose, a man with a fiag is placed at the 
end of the line. A second man is placed with a fiag at the point to 
which the offset has to be taken- A third man, usually the amin, 
takes the optical square, and moves backward or forward, until the 
refleotion of the fiag pole held by the second man os seen in the glass 
is in a direct line with the fiag pole held by the first man. This will 
l>e the required point. Its distance from the starting point of the 
line is notwl on tho map, and the offset when measured on the ground 
il alo plotted.

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87. ^ It occasionally happens that an optical square gets out of order. 
An intelligent amin will notice this at once. The optical square can,* 
howerer, ne easily tested by any amin, and it is important 
that he should do so frequently. To test its correotness, the amin 
will first fix the point in the line of ad ranee from which any ofifset is 
to be measured in the usual way. iHe will then reverse the line of 
advance, and proceed to take the same offset moving backward and 
forward along the line, until the reflection of the flag pole at the point 
to which the offset is to be taken is in a lino with the flag pole at the 
starting-point of the line. If he finds that the latter point 
does not coincide with the former, he may presume that the optical 
square is out of order. It should in that case be sent to the head- 
quarters of the cadastral camp. 

88. As soon as the boundary of a village is oomnletf'd, tho amin 

Q„adrii.t.r«i.. will proreed to out up the Bheet into 

quadrilaterals. For this purpose, he 
will run stiaight lines from traverse station to traverse station, or from 
intermediate points selected by him on traverse linos to traverse stations, 
or to other selected points on traverse lines. The sides of the quadri- 
laterals may vary from 10 to 15 chains in length. Quadrilaterals of 
which tho sides are preater should he reduced in size, additional line 
being run across them for the purp 'se. The amin should begin at the 
narrowest part of the village in order to minimise the chances of 
error in his measurements. As he proceeds the amin will first show 
the sides of the quadrilaterals and the points at which field boundaiies 
cross the lines (katunf) with their distances from the starting-points, on 
the rough sketch called the khaka. He will also mark the quadrilater- 
al stations and the kaians on the ground for subsequent use. He will 
transfer each side of a f^uadnlateral as he completes it from the khaka 
to the 16-iuoh sheet, taking care to see that the measurements on the 
ground agree with the corresponding measurements taken by scale on the 
sheet within the prescribed limits of error. Errors of one link in two 
chains may be passed In ditfioult country, a larger limit of error may 
bo allowed, but the amin should report such cases to the Inspector. The 
amin should in all cases distribute the error. The amin will not be 
permitted to begin tho detailed survey (except in case of boundary 
disputes) until he has out up a sheet into quadrilaterals oompletoly. 
If, however, a part of a sheet is divided off completely by a sub- 
traverse line, the detailed survey of this portion may be done, before 
the quadrilaterals of the remaining portion are completed. 

89. Errors within the permissibla limit should be distributed as 

Diiiribution of errori. iu the folUowing examples : — 

(tf) In a line of 33*rO chains, an error of 15 links is found. A% 
the fetal length is nearer to 30 than 40, measure off 3*50 
chains backwards from the closing point, divide the re- 
mainder of the line into three ^ual parts, each of which 
will be considered to be 10 chains. The error is distributed 
along the line of 30 chains. All sul sequent measurements 
for offsets or katann should be taken from the nearest 
nominal 10 chains distance. 
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(6) lu A line of 33*50 chains, an error of 15 links is found. As 
the total length is nearer to 40 than 30, produoo the lino 
on the map to a further distance 1*50 chains. Divide the 
total length of line into four equal parts and proceed as 
in (a). 

If the error is considerable, but is allowed to pass, it is advisable 
to still further divide the nominal 10-chain lengths into halves, so that 
each five chain length will receive its duo proportion of the error. 
Even when there is no discrepancy, the linos should bo divided into 
10 chain lengths, so that in all subsequent plotting the compasses will 
never be strotchod beyond 10 chains. 

90. Owing to the existenoe of dense jungle or for other reasons,

such cases, the amiii fhould triangulate 
/ \ with the chain. Ho will fix all points

^ will then select similarly another fixed 

point 0 and measure tho distance C A. With 0 as oonlro and tho 
distance 0 A as radius, ho will describe an arc of a oirclo. Tho point 
at* which tho arcs intersect will bo the correct position of tho point A 
on tho map. 

To test tho accuracy of tho work, tho amin will moasuro tho 
distance of a third tie lino A D, and compare the distance as iiicasured 
on tho ground with tho distanoo taken by scale on tho map. If they 
agree, tho plotting has boon dune correctly. Tho triangle ABU 
should, as nearly as possi1)lo, bo equilateral. 

All triangiilntioa lines should bo shown on tho khaha with their 
ineasurcmonts. Tho practico of running single lines witli tho sight 
Vane, and building up detailed survey ou them, is strictly i>rohibitod. 

91. When the quadrilaterals ore oompletod, tho umia will mark 

tho merh kutani on tho sides of tho 
quadrilaterals. From thoso kaiatts he 
will start sub-lines on which to work in tho detailed survey. Ho 
MU plot the field corners, boundary bonds, etc., by taking offsets 
^m tho sub-lines, and prooeoi. in this way till the survey of the 
fillage is complote<i. Bub-lines should be run judiciously, so os to 
laouro as far os possible that the offsets mav not be greater than one 
ibain. In tho case of long and narrow fields, sub-liaes should bo run 
ioross the field boundaries, iu order that aU important bends may bo 
ibown in the map. 
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A point obtained by an offset should never be used as the itartinjT 
or olosio point of a 8ab*lin6e 

ooiintiT, where oorreot chaining is diffoult, 
it will be often found necessary to use 
the sight vane to establish new stationse 
Suppose it is required 
P to fix on the map the 
^ position cf a point F 
(see Fig. III). 'The 
points A, 0, D, E 
are traverse stations. 
Place a flag at F, and 
also flags at A and G, 
iind the plane table at 
B, taking care that it 
is in horizontal position. 
Place the sight vane 
along the edge of the 
traverse line BO on the 
sheet, and move the 
Fl^nlll table until the sight 

vane intersects the flag 
at C. When this is 
done, clamp the table and place the sight vane similarly alon^ the edge 
of the line BA. If the table has been correctly set, the sight vane 
will intersect the flag at A. The process should be continued till it 
is found that tbo siabt vane aligned along the same sides of the traverse 
lines BA and BO exactly intersect the flags at A and C. When this 
is secured, place the sight vane on the sheet at the point B, keeping it 
in position by means of a pin ; align it along the direction BF, moving 
it about until it intersects the flag at F. Draw a line along the sight 
rule in the direolion of B F. Then proceed to the point 0 and 
repeat the same process, showing the direction of the lino OF also 
on the sheet. The point at which the two lines cut is the required 
point F. The table should he brought to D and set as before. The 
sight vane aligned along the line DF on the sheet should intersect the 
flag at F, if the point F has been fixed correctly. Another test 
emsists in running a line from the point F to any known point in the 
traverse line. Its length measured on the ground should exactly agree 
with its length taken by scale in the sheet, if the work is correct. 

93. Missing traverse stations are also located on the ground by 
means of the sight vane. The plane table is set in the same manner 
as before, and the sight vane is aligned along the traverse line, at the 
end of which is the traverse station which is to be located on the ground. 
A man is set forward with a flag in the direction of the missing station. 
Ue is made to move about until the sight vane intersects his flag. 
The distance qf the missing station from the point of observation as 
shown by sosle is then measured in the durection of the flag, and the 
required point is thus fixed to the ground. Its oorreot ness ^ould be 
tested by an intersection from an adjoining traverse station.

94. All amtsi must Imto how to wiite o Sold book nootly and 

the boundarr Burvey need not 
be written; but the amin will be 
called upon to write the field books 
of all independent or final pariah 
done by him. 

A field book is generally prepared 
in the form Fig. IV. The spaoe 
AB represents travorso linesi sub* 
lines, or partal lines, along whioh 
the amin is moving. The points 
C, E, G, I are the katam. Their 
distances from tho storting point 
are noted as in the figure. Tho 
dotted lines DX, FT, lIZ are tho 
offset distances. Field corners, 
bonds, or othor points are shown on 
tho right or loft of the veriiosl linos, 
according to their position on tho 
ground with their offset moasuro- 
ments. The survey can be plotted 
from the field book on to tho 
shoot, or a trace may be made, as 

required. 

95. The chaioB usually employofi for measuring distances in oodostral 

- .. . . surveys measure 22 yards in length. 

•• lof; • « am. They aro called Gunter’s chains. They 

are divided into 100 links, each tenth division being marked with a 
special mark or pendant. These chains are liable to slight variations 
to length, and should therefore bo tested coustantly while in work. 

Every chain should be tested before issue at the hood-quarters of 
tho cadastral camp against standard bars kept for tha purpose. It 
the chain is found to be short, it will generally be due to the fact that 
lome of tho links bavo become bent. These should bo sfraightenod. 
[t may sometimes be necessary to shorten a link. In any case, oare 
should bo taken that the distances from the 50th link to either end of 
:he chain aro equal. 

96. A standard line should bo pegged out on level ground in each 
sundAraiiM village before the amin begins his 

survey. He should compare bis chain 
Uily with it before going out to work. Inspecting officers, especially 
Luspeotors, should test the amin’s chain and see that he is observing 
;hi8 rule. 

97. Core should he taken to ensure correct chaining, and that the 
Corrupt cimining. ohain gives horizonUl and not merely 

surface measurements. It should al- 
ways be kept faut dujing chaining. When going up or down steep 
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iiiclineB the amin will find it necessary to resort to the process called 
cutting the chain.” 

Thus, suppose the axnin wants to measnre the distance across a steep 

incline A 
B. The 
man who 
drags the 
chain is 
made to 
advance 
some five 
or ten 

links beyond the point A toO. The chain is held horizontal and 
a pobblo dropped vertically from 0 through the chain handle. Suppose 
the distance to 0 from the last full chain length is 60 links, the amin 
or back chaiijman now comes forward and places the 60th link 
at the point where the pebble fell at D. The forward ohainman 
proceeds farther down the incline and holding tho chain horizontally in 
the position D E, again drops a pebble at P. The process is continued 
until the whole distance is measured. In moving up the incline 
tho process is reversed, the book ohainman raising tho chain and drop- 
ping tho pebbles, while tho forward ohainman marks the distances on 
the ground. The sum of tho lines A 0, D E, F G, H I, J K, and 
L B 18 evidently tho horizontal distance between A and B and this 
distance has been taken on tho chain. 

Sometimes owing to the existence of broken country, jungle or other 
obstacles, it is not possible for the chainman to so align bis Bags, 
that tho Olio towards which he is working is always visible from any 

E oint in the lino of advance. In these oases, intermediate flags should 
e aligned with great oaro, so that one forward and one back flag will 
be always visible. 

98. When tho chain is too short to be stretched across tanks or 
^ , , , streams through which it is not possi- 

ble for tho ohainman to drag the chain, 
long ropes may bo used instead. The length oi the rope should then 
bo compared with tlie chain. In case a rope cannot be stretohed across, 
the distance may he obtained by taking onsets with the optical square 

as in figure VI 
from the points 
AandB. The 
length of the 
line A C being 
made equal to 
the length of 
the line B D 
the line 0 D= 
AB. The line 

0 D being measured on the ground, its length is equal to the 
distance from A to B, including we unaooessible portion.

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99. When a village map voonnsta of more than one ihcet, the 

„ . ..... amln will show all details (hat fall

whioh h6 is working, in that sheet. To do this, it will be necessary to 
mark on the ground the exact points which oorrosoond with tho lines 
on the margins of the adjoining sheets. If there bo subtravorae linos, 
running along or across tho margins or near them, no difficult v will 
be experience. If, however, the subtravorse linos are situated at a 
distance, tho following procedure should bo adopted : — 

Suppose A. B to be tho margin of a shoot, and 0 D E P stations 
within it (see fig. VII). Draw tho lino CQ in tho direction of tlio 

nearest fixed station 
on the adjoining 
shoot, after jdaciug 
the plane table in 
position mark tho 
point O on tho 
ground, align tlio 
sight vano along 
QC, after ])lacing 
the plane table in 
position.

If 
not, tbo process must bo repeated till tho points agree. Tho amin can 
then make bis quadrilaterals with tho help of tho stations fixed along 
the margins. 

100. An independent survey of tho outer periphery of tho season's 

Double lurTfj of ih« outer port pb«ry. macle. Tho AssiMtailt 

Settlement Officer of tho circle will 
depute an amin for this purpose, giving him tho necessary prick off. 
Inspectors will, under his orders, roconciio all discrepancies botwoon 
tho survey and the survey of village boundarioK by actual examination 
on tho spot. Tho resulting boundary will ordinarily bo regarded as 
final. Assistant Settlement Officers will he responsiblo that tho inde- 
pendent survey is dun« promptly, and that all necessary correotions in 
the bfjundarici have been made before tho end of tho field season. 

101. Tho maps should be kept at the Cindo Officer's head-quarters 

biorftto of luui^ [“ or c/ionfm. Holes should 

bo made in tho grour.d and tho chorifjaa 
put into them, standing vertically. Pine sand should then ho put round 
tho c^lgcs. 7 he maps will be in charge of the muharrir, who will 
examiiie them daily in order to see tlmt no damage is being done. 
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Maps should never be folded or creased^ They roust be kept either flat 
or rolled. If a map is sent through the post, it should be pla<)ed on a 
roller and packed carefully. 


OHAPTEB VII. 
Gekeral Rules for Survey. 


102 . 


When the cadastral amin arrives at a village, his first duty will 
„ ^ be to serve notice B on the zamindar 

0 loe vi ageri. headman of the village, 

taking their signatures or thumb impressions on the back of the notioe. 
He returns the notioe, when served, to the head-quarters of his circle, 
where it will be kept until it is filed with the record after completion 
of khanapuri. He will also post another^ copy of notice E in some 
conspicuous place in the village. The amin will also show the parwana 
authorising him to survey the village to the zamindar and headman, 
and also take their signatures or thumb impressions on it, in token of 
having done so. 

103. The amin will then without undue delay proceed to survey the 

_ , boundary of the village. He will 

oun ry surrey. headman of the village to 

supply throe coolies, who will render necessary aid daring the survey. 
He will also require the presence of the headman or some of the prin- 
cipal villagers and the zamindar’s agent, and also the representative of 
the adjoining vilbg^ during the boundary survey, to point out the 
boundaries. 1 0,65-4 

104. The amin will commence bis boundary survey from some well 

« , known trij unction point. He will 

proceed along the traverse lines, 
plotting in the village boundaries by means of offsets, taken with the 
optical square. No field book need be kept. The distances froni 
traverse station to traverse station should be measured, and ihe 
measurements compared with iho plotting, on the sheet. Differences 
of one link in two chains may be disregarded, but larger discrepancies 
should be reported to the Inspector. In case traverse stations are 
found missing, the fact should be reported to the Inspector. The amin 
will, however, when necessary relay the stations with the sight vane, 
by means of intersections from adjoining stations. 

105. In case the amin discovers that a boundary dispute exists, he 

Di.p«t.dbound.ri«. ^ 

delay, before oompleting the survey 
of the village boundary. For this purpose he will call on the parties 
to demarcate their claims at once, if this has not been done, at the 
same time sendiug a report to the Inspector of the halka^ informing 
him of the existence of the dispute. The amin will survey the boun- 
daries of the disputed area and the fields within it, and will then 
prepare the khanapuri record in the prescribed form. He will send the 
record when oomnlete to the Inspector. He will inform the neigh- 
bouring amin that he has surveyed the disputed area. All such 
disputes will be surveyed by one amin only ; in oases of doubt, as to 
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who fhould do the surtey, the Anistant Settlement Offioer will past 
orders. 

106. When all boundary disputes have been dealt with as above 

^ ^ , and the boundary surveyed, the amin 

^ commence the survey of the 

sheet, and oopplete it as soon as possible. Ten days before the date 
of completion, he will send a report to the Inspeotor, informing him 
that the survey will be finished on a fixed date. 

107. Before the oommenoement of the field season, amins will be 

. tested os to their capacity to ink up 

Inking 0 t nap*. properly. The oliioor in oharge 

- of the head-quarters cadastral camp, who will usually hold the examin- 
ation, will give oertifioates to these amins who are found oompeteut. 
Those amins who do not obtain oertifioates will not be permitted to ink 
up maps, and a deduction will bo mado from thoir earmngs, until they 
obtain the neoessary certifioate. During the field season on the 24th of 
oaoh month, the othoer in charge of the circle will hold similar examina- 
tions, and will issue oertifioates to those amins who have failed to 
qualify previously, but who have sinoo become proficient. As soon 
M possible, after the passing of the map, it should bo inked up. This 
should bo done by the aniiu, if he has obtained a certifioate. If he has 
not, the inking will be done by the Assistant Settlement Officer's tour 
4dsrk, by an Inspector or by another aniin. In oil cases, the maps, 
alter being inked up, will be returned to the circle head-quarters, 
Aissistant Settlement Otficer will keep a register showing the names of 
the persons to whom the maps are given for inking up, with the dote 
of issue and the date of return. Ttio Assistant Settlement Officer will 
inspect the register frequently, to see that the inking up is not 
unduly delayed. All ma[)S should bo completely inked up before 
they are given out for khanapuri, except (^<) bouudnry dispute blocks 
which have not been iarmif/ied fsoo rule 159 (^)J, in the cases roforrod 
to in rules 137 and ItiO. Village boundaries sliould bo left in 
pencil, until the Inspector docs the comparison. A specimen 
for inking up will bo given to each Assistant Settlement Officer 
at the commencement of the season. The lines should bo firm, 
ooniinuous and unbroken. They should all bo of the same thiokueHS 
and drawn with freshly made, very black ink. The ink in use should 
be rubbed up conbtanlly with cork or other similar siibstauce. Unless 
these instructions are carried out, the map will not reproduce Wf 5 ll. 

An allernativo system is to appoint a draughtsman, wlio will remain 
at the head-quarters of each circle. As the maps are f)a8sed from final 
partaly they will be sent to bim. lie will ink them in without delay, 
taking special care to ink in properly the specified couTontional sioms 
(see rule 112). 

108. The amin will encircle all village sites, iuoloding blocks of 

homestead lands, with a dotted lino in 
penoil. The dotted lino will not bo 
till recess. Kutcha houses need not bo surveyed. Their position 
iaay be shown by faint penoil batchures, but these will not be inked in. 
In very close villages a survey on the 32 or 64-inc)i scale may be 
necessary. The amin will bring the fact to the notice of the officer in 
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ohorgo of the circle, who will pass orders. In case a survey on a largo 
scale is ordered, it will be done in the margin of the sheet. The amin 
will give a reference in petwil^ e.g., B, tola Bampur scale 32^=1 mile. 
The reference will not be inked in till recess. 

Homestead lands {bari) will be measured as separate fields. The 
house and courtyard will be measured as one field, if enqlosed within 
one boundary. Pucka houses will be surveyed accurately in position. 

109., When a stream or river forms the boundary of a village, the 
amin on the right bank will survey it, from one high bank to the 
other. The amin on the left bank will survey the left bank only. 
The name of the stream or river and the direction of its flow will bo 
noted on the map in pencil, as also the fact, whether the boundary is 
midstream or on one bank. 


110. Quadrilateral stations should be marked on the ground as 

^ oiroles 2 to 4 feet in diameter, points 
«“*and k'ta^r. ' *0 which offsets are taken as oiroles 6 

inches in diameter, and points at 
whioh chain lines intersect field boundaries (Jcatans) as narrow straight 
outs. No quadrilateral stations should be made in a cultivated field. 

111. The amin will show the direction of the adjacent village 

ThokaiinM boundaries on the map, by a line 

startiug at a distance of one chain 
from the true trijunotion and prolonged to a distance of five chains. 
The direction of the ihoka line is determined by the last portion of the 
boundary of tlio adjacent villages without a bend before the trijunotion 
point is reached. 

112. The following items would be surveyed in position : — Roads, 

^ , , railway lines, large footpaths* mile 

stones, telegraph posts, pucka bridges, 
irrigation marks, temples, tombs, wells, buildings, large isolated 

trees, and other conspicuous objects. The amin will show all thes3 
items with their appropriate conventional signs in pencil. The Inspector 
or draughtsman at head-quarters of the circle will ink in the conven- 
tional signs oarefully, as soon as the map is passed from final partnl, 

113. Offsets of more than 2^ chains must not bo taken. Points

114. Railway lines and their fences should be surveyed accurately. 

All masonry pillars, level crossings, 
Raiiwayi. ^ should be surveyed in position. 

The amin will note the appropriito conventional signs which should bo 
inked in by the Inspector or draughtsman at head-quarters when the 
sheet is passed. Red flags should never be placed on or near the 
railway or its embankinpiits. 

116. The amin will enter in the khaka the approximate area 

of the sheet, and all adjoining village

116. Whenever large blocks of jungle are found, the amin will 
enquire whether any portion is oultivatoa. lie will survey all ouUi- 
rated portions in their correct positions using the sight vane when 
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neoMtary. He will also survey correctly any large rivers or roads 
that run through the block. 

117. When doing the detailed survey, the anxin will survey all 

fioldf*. A field is a plot or contiguous 
plots of the same class of land hold 
in the ssme right and under the same landlord by the same tenant, or 
group of tenants holding jointly, in the same tenancy. If a group 
of tenants, holding one tenanoy jointlv, cultivate separately, the 
lands cultivated by one member must be surveyed separately from 
those cultivated by another. A portion of an area which would other- 
wise bo considered one field, if found in tho occupation of a 
mortgagee, sub-lessee, or vendoe, will bo separately snrvoyiMi. 


The amin is to survey separately every plot wliioh is pointo<l 
out to him as a separate field, if it falls within tho above definition. It 
will often bo found thot what is pointwl out as one field contains several 
subdivisions by at7s for purposes of irrigation or onltivation ; such sub- 
diviuona of fields must not bo separately measured. Tho amin will show 
on the map in firm lines every Hold boundary which is on flio ground. 
If thoro is no field boundary visible on tho ground, os in rice lands 
under water, boundaries will bo shown by broken linos. 


11'^. Tho amin must bo careful to asccTtaiu the correct boundaries 
of all fifdds during survey. For this purpose, ho will question tho 
headman, zamindaFs agent, and raiyats who are present. In case, 
however, mistakes ooour, the kliananuri amin will make tho necessary 
alterations. If two or morn j^bds which haro been soparaloly surveyed 
are found to constitulo one they will bo bnioketed tlius 




As tho survey is made according to present 
possession, cluims to alter existing boundaries 
should be disregarded. 


119. In tho survey and khanapuri of naunioipal ureas that are 
partly ogricultiiral and partly non agricultural in character, (r/VA? rule 
^5 of tho Settlement Manual), tUo amin should attend to tho 
following instructions: — 


(a) A compoet block of bazar or basii of purely urban obaraoter 
will be shown on tho map as a single plot and given u

{b) No attempt will be made to demarc ito ike boundaries of 
estates or pattis or tenure's within such plots unless 
instructions to the contrary are issued. 

(c) The plots in oiiestiou will bo described in tho khasra as

{d) Bastis within tho Municipal limits which are surround*.d by 
ordinary raiyati lands and are inhabited prinoipally by the 
cultivating classes will be surveyed in detail in tho ordinary 
manner. 

(^) Tho amin or Inspector will apply in all cases of doubt io the 
Assistanc Settb mont Officer who will decide whioh system 
is to be f oUo srod.

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120. The amiti is entitled to receive assistance from the Inspector 

if necessary, in taking out the maririiifl 
Assistance to amins. relaying missing tiaVewe 

stations, surveying village sites, and in completing the quadrilaterals. 
In case any special difficulties arise, ho^ will report them to the 
Inspector, who is bound to render the required assistance. 


121. Care of the maps 

(a) The amin must keep his maps clean and neat. To ensure 
this he will, when working, place a piece of paper on the 
map underneath his hand. He will also place a large 
sheet of paper on the table under the map. Maps should 
not be folded or creased 


(6) Erasures with the knife are strictly prohibited. 

(o) Ink spots and greaso stains are particularly injurious. 
When they are found on the map, the amin will bo 
fined. The amin will initial (in pencil) all ink spots 
and stains caused by him. He will be responsible for 
ink spots and stains found on the map, during the time 
when it is in his possession. The Assistant Settlement 
Officer’s tour clerk will examine the maps, when they 
are returned alter inking up. In case he finds any 
spots or stains not initialled, he will report to the Assis- 
tant Settlement Officer. If he fails to do so, he will 
himself bo held responsible. The khanapuri amin will 
initial all stains caused by himself, and will be held 
similarly responsible for all such spots and stains 
found on the map which have not been initialled 
anybody, when it is received back by the Assistant 
Settlement Officer after khanapuri.

been going on for some time, whether Inspectors are in the habit of 
giving partah to the amins to do, as this praotioe is not unknown. 

135. The minimum parial fixed for Inspectors is 12 chains per 

^ 100 acres of survey. If a sheet oozi« 

•nd*iDf iMpeoiow, almost entirely or largely of j angle, 

it will be neoessary to parM the 
cultivated portion only. In this case, one or two lines of partal may 
suffice for the sheet ; but care should be taken to see that the totri 
amount of Inspeotor’s partal for the village or the whole halka does not 
fall below the piesoribed minimum. The Inspector must partal every 
amin’s work before it amounts to 200 acres. Eanungoes and Head 
Inspectors will, as far as prWble, parial or re^partal one line in every 
sheet. The Eanungo and Head Inspector will re-partal Inspectors’ 
lines only.

The partalling officer will at the time of partal show his partal ]ma 

on the amin’s sheet in faint blue, with its appropriate conventional 
signs. He will prolong the line in pencil on the amin’s sheet, beyond 
the boundary, and note there in pencil the length of the line and the 
date of partallin]^. He will initial these entries. 

He will idso mark his line on the khaka^ in red ink, date and 
initial it. 

(c) The partalling officer will enter in his field book the conven- 
tional signs for nalas, xoeAs, isolated trees, and other 
conspicuous objects occurring in the partal ; also the 
figures for class of soil. All entries in the form will be 
in ink. 
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(d) Itt comparing the field-book with map, the total length of the 
Hue will first be ohookod, and then tho ka((Vi$ and offsets. 
If the length of tho total distAiioo does not oorrospond 
exactly within the ponnisbiblo limit of error (1 link in 
2 chains), tho error will bo distributed. Tho lino will be 
divided into uominal lengths of 10 chains, as follows : — 
Suppose the distance measured on (he ground is 33 50 chains, 
and the same line on the map measures 33'()5 chains, 
according to scale, llicro is an error of 15 links to be 
distributed. Starting from tho closing end 3*50 chains 
are marked off according to scale. The remainder of tho 
line is divided into three equal parts, each of those parts 
is regarded as 10 clmins When chocking tho A:a^rt«s 
and offsets, the distances sliould be taken from tho nearest 
nominal 10 chain divisions. The error of 15 liidss is 
thus distributed over tlie entire lino of 30 chains. 

(fi) Small errors of, say, 10 links, oven if occurring froqnentljr, 
will not be corrected ami the work will bo considered good, 
lirrors of, say, 20 links occurring here and tliore should bo 
corrected. If they occur fnM|u«*ntly, tho work is unsatis- 
factory. ErnuH of over 20 links cannot bo passed. In 
rejecting work the most important point is to discover 
whether it is a faulty quadrilateral or rueredy a wrong katan 
UfiOtl for a sub-lino which is to blame. In the latter 
rase, the error will ho confined to the hahn% and offnots of 
that particular suh-liiio; in tho former case it will bo of 
serious extent. To (ind out tho exl^mt of tlio error, it will 
bo uecegsnry to meiisuro the dLstanccjs along tho sides of 
the <|uadrilaterals of tho two points between whioh tho sub- 
line is ilittwn; and if tlio error is not thus deieetod it 
will be necessary to clieck the position of Iho points 
hot worn whicli Uio quadi’i lateral side which is suspected is 
drawn. In this way it may bo found that only one 
quadrilateral or one or two sub-lines need rovision, 
and not the whole village. 

The partalling oHioer eliould never reject tho wliole shoot, until ho 
is satisfied by actual test that iho whole work is bad, and 
that the errors are not due to more local mistakes as 
explained above. 

.The faulty portion should bo carefully rubbed out so as to beoomo 
invisible. After being re-mapped by the amin, it will be 
re-partalled by tho Inspector. 

A field-book of personal pariah will be prepared, and submitted 
fortnightly to the head- quarters office vrith the fortnightly 
returns. 

!^(f) The partalling offioor should be careful to take up all offsets, 
all comers and important bends situated within a reasonable 
distance of the partal lino. Ho should question the 
villagers present about the boundaries and classification of 
fields, in order to find out whether all fields have been 
separately surveyed. He should also be careful not to 
accept the amin’s guidance about tho points from which 

a 
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offsets should be taken. All offset poinis are marked on 
the ground, and in case an amin has omitted any in his 
plotting he, of course, will not point them out to the 
partaller. It may thus occur that while the pnrtal shows 
tho work to he good, it may really bo defective, or caro- 
lessly done. 

(</) Ordinarily, portal lines will be between 8 and 25 chains in 
lenfrth; a length of 15 or 20 chains is usually a suitable 
length, but the kind of the ground through which the lino 
runs must bo taken into account. Low lands, whore 
cultivation is intense, are, of course, the most difficult to 
survey correctly, owing to the definition of a field, and 
should always be par tailed. 

A partitl line should never start from or end with a point obtained 
by an offset. The pnrtal line need not be contained 
within one quadrilateral, and there is no objection to partal 
lines crossing each other; but it is sometimes a w«sio 
of energy to doubly parlal one block and leave another 
without any parlal. 

(Ji) As tho correctness of tho entire survey depends on the quadri- 
laterals, tho following steps should bo taken to secure their 
accurraoy : — 

(«) Tho Inspector is required to ro- measure on the ground 5 to 10 
per cent, of tho sides of tlie quadrilaterals. 1 lo will put liis 
initial with date in red ink on oacli lino he has so checked 
ou tho IJidka, If ho finds discrepancies he will note )iis 
measurements, and make necessary corrections. Tho 
Assistant Settlement Officer will ro-chcck as many quad- 
rilateral lilies as possible, to test tho Inspo(‘tor’s work. 

(fVj The Inspector will see that a// mensiiremonts of quadrilateral 
linos ou the Miaha bavo been corn otly transferred to the 
lO-inch sheet. Ho will put bis initial with date on the 
k/iala iu red ink in the centre of the quadrilateral in token 
of having done so. 

(Hi) The amin will not be permitted to begin the detailed survey 
(except ill case of boundary disputes), until lie bas out up 
the sheet into quadrilaterals completely. If this is not 
done, serious errors, which it is difficult to detect by 
po rials j tend to accumulate towards the margin of tho 
sheet ; and tho amin may be tempted to falsify the row of 
quadrihiternls adjoining the margin iu case there are 
errors, in order that the whole sheet may not bo rejected. 
If, liowever, a part of a sheet is divided off completely by 
a sub-traverse line, the detailed survey of this portion may 
be done before the quadrilaterals for the remaining portion 
aro completed. 

(•r) Errors of one link in two chains may be passed. In difficult 
country, a larger limit of error may be allowed ; but tho 
ainiu should refer such cases to the Inspector. In all cases 
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tlio orror should be distributed, and inspect inp; oflioors 
should see that such errors are not allowed to romaiu in 
one or two quadrilatonils only as is often tho oaso.

He should make the comparison of the trace with the 
map himself to see that the partnl has been well done, and that all 
bends and corner.^ situated at a reasonable distance from the line have 
been taken up and plotted. In case he finds that the parial has been 
carelessly or hurriedly done, he should return the hhdka to the partaller, 
who should he itiado to do the work oyer again. 

142. The duly of passing the maps in final parial may be assigned 

to the Kanungo of the circle with the 
sanction of the Director of Land

examine as many parial records as possible, to see that all Assistant 
Settlement Officers adhere strictly to the rules, and that bod work is 
not being passed.

144. Sometimes it may bo advisable to re-survey a small area in 

order to test the work. This is called 
^ ’ block pariah The Assistant Settle- 

ment Officer in such cases gives the amin or Inspector a prick off, 
showing the traverse stations adjoining the block. He will show the 
approximate position of the area to be re-surveyed by encircling it 
with a blue lino in pencil on the hhaka. The re-survey will bo 
compared with the map.

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CHAPTER IX. 

Duties of Inspectors^ Head Inspectors^ and Kanimgots. 

147. The rules in this chapter refer mainly to supervision of 
cadastral survey. The rules relating to supervision of Khauapuri will 
be found in Chapter XL 

Each Inspector will fix his head-quarters at some central place in 
the halkOy and will not change his head-quailers, or leave his hnlka 
except with the written permission of the Assistant SettLmont Officer. 
He is subordinate to the Assistant Settlement Officer of the Circle 
in all matters, and will send all communications relating to the progress 
of the work, etc., to him. 

148. The Inspector will be held generally responsible for the 
progress, as well as the quality of the work done by the amine in his 
halka^ both in survey and in khanapuri. He will pay particular 
attention to secure that the amins keep their maps elean and neat, 
and free from ink spots and grease stains. He will acquaint himself 
thoroughly with the rules for amins, and will inspect the maps, on 
every occasion when he visits an amln, to see that the rules are being 
adhered to. Ho will note in the amin’s diarr> and explain to tlie 
amin the nature of such defects and breaches of the rules as come to 
his notice. If he fails to do so, ho will himself be held responsible. 

149. In addition to this general supervision, the following parti- 
cular duties are assigned to him : — 

(/) Checking boundary oflseis. 

(ii) Chocking and partalling quadrilaterals. 

(tit) Partalling detailed survey. 

(iv) Comparison of village boundaries and sheet margins. 

(f) Preparation of boundary dispute traces and records, and 
tarmim of the boundaries. 

(vi) Inking of specified conventional signs. 

(tii) Chocking of nil thoka lines. 

(viii) Erecting village trij unction marks as directed by the 
Settlement officer. 

(ix) Submitting prescribed returns. 

150. The Inspector will check the offsets taken along the village 
boundaries, of one traverse line in each sheet. He will initial the 
line so checked on the khaka in red ink. 

151. The Inspector will remeasure on the ground 5 to 10 per cent, of 
the sides of the quadrilaterals. He will put his initials with date in red 
ink on each line he has so checked on the khaka. If he finds discre- 
pancies ho will note his measurements and make necessary corrections. 

152. The Inspector will see that all measurements of quadrilateral 

linos on the ’ have been correctly transferred to the 16-inoh 

sheets, lie will put his initials with date on the khaka in red ink 
in the centre of the quadrilateral, in token of having done so. 

153. The Inspector will not permit the amin to begin the detailed 
survey (except in cases of boundary disputes) until the amin has 
completely out up the sheet into quadrilaterale. If, however, a part 
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of a sheet is divided oB completely by a Bub-traverse lino, the detailed 
survey of this portion may be done before the quadrilaterals for 
the remaining portion are oomplotod.

The judgment contains the luhstanoe of the important evidence and 
tho^ names of the witnesses who gave it, and the reasons for the 
decision. 

At the end of tjie judgment and in the reference sheet, the substance 
of the order is written in the vernacular of the area and in English in 
the form ; “ the dotted lino A, B, 0, D, E is the boundary."’ 

191. Tho first part of the record will be sent to head-quarters 
immediately after tie decision of the case ; the second part will be sent 
to the Insnector, who will show the boundary line on the 16-inoh maps 
of the villages oonoerned, according to rale {/lee tarmim of houndaru 
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d{$pul«»). The Inspector will make over the khatra to the nmin, who

192. Special rules may be made by the Superintendent of Survey, 
limiting the powers of Assistant Superintendents of Survey, to decide 
disputes exceeding a certain area. Special instructions should be 
issued in these cates, as to the procedure to bo adopted. 

193. It may happen that the disputing parties agree among them- 

selves to ifirnoro exist inc: possession, 
A»to Bivmg ciTuot to compromiiwa adopt 88 tlio boundary somo 

line differing from that of possession, probably the lino of tbo old 
Revenue Survey map. 

In such oases the Assistant Superintendent of Survey should care- 
fully explain to the parties on the spot tho effect of the agreement, end 
if they decide on adhering to It, should lay tbo boundary nocording to 
their agreement. In fixing a boundary lino over onitivated Inml 
according to agreement, tho Assistant Suporintendeiit of Survey should, 
if tho disputing parties agree, cause the boundary to run along tho 
“ails” of fields and not across them. If the now map is on the IC- 
inch scale, tho Assistant Superintendent of Survey sliould explain to 
tho parties that the boundary according to tho old Revenue Survey 
map which lias Wn enlarged from a 4-inch map is only ap])roximalo- 
ly correct, and tliat, if tliis lino nins near the “ails'' of flcMs, the 
line of tho “ ails “ ifl as likely to bo correct, acconling to tho Hovonno 
Survey, as tlie lino on the dispute trace. If, after such explanation, 
tho parties still df'sire that tho lino shouM cross tlio fields, effect 
should be given to their wishes. Caro should bo tf»kon to give publio 
notice in the village of such adjustments botwoou projiriotors in order 
that tenants may not be jirejudicod. Object ions made by tenants 
affected by sucli adjustments should bo enquired into. 

When the disputed land is uncultivated, the question of possession 
will usually bo more ditfioult to decide. Tho possc'sHioii of unculti- 
vated land is somotirnes marked by tho right to wells or hous(?8 or by 
tho enjoyment of the right to graze or to tluj fruits of trees or to 
the sjxjntaneoiis products of tho earth or to take fish or lot tho fiohiug 
right in tho case of water; but these indimtions aro often obscure. In 
such oases the As.^^istant Superintendent of Survey will frequently find 
it neoewary to refer to the Rovenuo Survey boundary, and tho disput- 
ing parties will frequently have recourse to this lino as a basis of 
agrocraont. 

Petty disputes affecting small areas of waste land or roads are 
generally capable of amicable riettleraent. In such cases memoranda 
of agreement should bo signed by both parties.

2*47. Tho rules hero prescribed are to bo followed as far as possible 
in all settlomeut proceedings whctJicr under the Bengal Tenancy Act or 
other Survey or Settlement Acts or Regulations. 

228. The Settlement Officer will, in every survey, prepare instruo-

tions for record-writing consistent with 


the instructions hereafter laid down

instructions should be prox^and after enquiries made either before tlie 
survey commences or while tho work of demnreation and bouiidarv 
survey is proceeding. They will he submitted for tho approval of tht‘ 
Ihreotor of Land Records and the Board, and should be translated aud 
issued to tho amina aud insx)ector8.

251. The Collector of the district will, in consultation with the 
Settlement Officer and after reference to the Commissioner and the 
Board, if necessary, decide what steps are to be taken to correct hie 
registers. Asa general rule, the work of correcting the registers 
should bo taken up by the Collector as soon afler khanapuri as possible, 
and a largo staff should be employed to get it finidied during the 
khanapuri recess. If any application for land registration is received 
by the Collector after the submission of the settlement khewat reports, 
the copy of tho khewat in the Colleo^or’B office should be examined to 
see whether tho application agrees with tho khewat or not. If it does 
not agree, the Settlement Officer should be informed and should be 
asked for a report. This will usually be furnished at the attestation 
stage. 

252. The guiding principle to be followed by the Collector in tho 
revision of his land registers is that they should be corrected in 
accordance with the actual facts of poesessioii ascertained on the spot 
by tho Settlement Department. It is for this reason that the Settle- 
ment Officer has been instructed in rule 234 to make careful enquiiics 
regarding discrepancies between the entries in the registers and tho 
facts of possession, and to trace out the changes that have occurred by 
transfer and inheritance. The Collector should take action for tlio 
correction of his registers primarily under section 28 of Act VII of 
187G, sending copies of tho revised entries he proposes to make in 
Eegister D to all the interested parties along with notices in the pre- 
scribed form, and calling them to show cause why the correction should 
not be made. Tho onus of proving that tho settlement khewat is 
incorrect should be placed on those who dispute its accuracy. The 
Cplleotor may simultaneously with proceedings under section 28 take 
action under section 65 of the Act against parties who are shown by 
the settlement khewat to have been in possession for more than six 
months without recording tbeir interests.

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CHAPTER XIII. 


The Head^quarten Cadastral Camp. 


336. In largo surveys it will bo necessary during the field season, 
unless the Settlement head -quarters is close to the area under survey, 
to maintain a cadastral camp at some central and convenient place 
in the area. In the camp will be stocked the season’s supply of 
instruments, forms, tents, medicines, stationery, camp furniture, etc.

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CHAPTER XIV. 


Cadastral Bbcess Rules 
Introductory, 

361. The recess work of a cadastral camp is done in three main 
sections, viz.— (1) tlie Drawing Section; (2) the Area Section; (-3) 
the Khasra Section. 

In the Drawing Section, the maps are finished and prepared for 
despatch to the Bengal Drawing Office for reproduction ; in the Area 
Section, field and village areas are computed as the maps are received 
from the Drawing Section ; in the Khasra Section the records are 
completed, field areas being entered in the khasra, khatian, etc., and 
statistics prepared of the whole season *s work. 

362. As the Area Section depends on the Drawing Section for the 
supply of finished maps, it is of great importanoe that the work in 
tlie Drawing Office should be commonoed in good time, and performed 
methodically, so that no delay may occur in the transfer of sheets to 
the Area Section for extraction of areas. 

3G3. All maps should be finished before they are sent to the Area 
Section, i,e.— 

(а) The final comparison of village boundaries and sheet margins 

should be completed. 

(б) Dispute blocks should be transferred from sheets of village 

A, to sheets of village B, when necessary, according to 
the decision of boundary dispute oases (see rule 159). 

(c) The compt. dson of the map and khasra should be done. 

V ‘ 

364. When these three processes are completed, the maps are ready 
for area extraction. The remaining processes to be completed in tho 
Drawing Section can be undertaken when the maps are received back 
after area extraction. If unfinished maps are sent to the Area Section, 
village areas cannot be finally passed In case such maps are 
received from tho Drawing Office, they should be returned at once. 
Care should bo token to see that the area statements of only those 
villages, which have finally passed in area, are sent to the Khasra 
Section. 

366. It will ordinarily be necessary to begin the finishing of the 
map& and area extraction in the field, as soon as the maps begin to 
arrive at the cadastral camp. Assistant Settlement Officers should be 
asked to send in the maps to the cadastral head-quarters punctually 
as soon as the khanapuri of each village is finished. 

366. All Inspectors who are available, and selected amins, shoiibl 
then be deputed to do the final comparison of the khasra and the niap, 
including the entry of the conventional signs. A small squad will 
ordinarily suffice for area extraction. If this procedure is not followed, 
there will be no records ready for the Khasra Section at the end of th® 
field season ; and the khanapuri ajnins, who are usually employed iu 
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this fioction* will bo obliged to wait a mouth or more before they 
are re-employed. 

It may bo laid down ns a working rule, that the area oxtraotiou of 
filth of the villages should bo oompletod before the end of the 
field 8(‘ason. 

3t)7. The work of tho Khnera Section should not be oommouoed in 
the fiebi. A great deal of supervision is recpiired to secure correctness, 
and unli hfl an Assistant Settlement Ollieer is emjdoyod for this purpose, 
the W‘ rk will probably not bo done Biitisfaotorily. 

3<>8. Core and custody of t/i'i wnijuv. — As soon as a map is received 
from an Assistant Settlement Olfie«*r after tho completion of tho field 
Work, the head draughtsman will examino tho shoots earofully to see 
that all ink and grease stains, and tears have boon initialled by the 
per-on to blame. In case ho finds any stains or tears not initialled, ho 
will iiutiol thiun hiinsolf, reporting ilie fact at tho samo time to tho 
Officiu* in charge of the Drawing iSeetion, in order that tho responsibility 
UMliy b«» tixe<l. The person found responsible should bo fined. Tho 
maps are tlien entered in (ho general registt'r (sec (’hajitor XY). 

As soon as (lie recess w'ork ]»ropei* begins, after tho (jornplction 
of field work, map muhariirs will bo uppointod, one for tho Ar(?a and 
one for tlie Drawing Stction. '1 bey will be in oliargo of tho maps, 
When giving or returning biioets, they will invariably take receipts 
from ea< h ollif'r, and from the persons to whom tlio sheets aro 
die’ ributfd, in tln ir respect ivo soel ions. They will aho examine tho 
maps hef‘*ro giving receipts for tliem to seo tliat there aro no stains or 
t^ars which have not been initialled. In ease tlx'y find any such 
itaiiiM or tear s, tlmy will report to tln^ Assist ant Seiilcm»'nt Dllicor of 
iheir r**'peetivo set tious, in ord<‘r that tho person responsiblo may be 
iluxi. ll liiey fall to do so, they will themselves bo lieM roBponsible 
iUlt will bo lined. 

All dranghtsinon and otlier persons employed in work on oiiginal 
Biapi will b<* requiiotl to ke<*]» them clean and lU'at. For this purpose 
'wll }»luro a nheet <>l clciiu paper und'Hieatli i ho map, and also 
a ptec<^ of e.* fin pr»p«T uijdtu Heath tho bjiiid, ro as to ]trovent the face or 
hmk of the map from leiiig s*iU‘d. d'lio yXsslbtaut Sottleinont Officer 
the ;cliou mIiouM seo that tliis rule is luing carried out.

, Altraooislttkf non tracing paper of the boundary of one Tillage, 
pd .thiB trace isc.nipared with the boundary of tho adjoining village. 
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I{ the two agree, the village boundaries are inked in, in black, the lines 
being made double the thickness of the field boundary lines. If 
discrepancies are discovered, the Inspector's boundary milan book is 
consulted and a reference is made to the Assistant Settlement Officer 
in charge of the section, who will pass orders. 

^70. The Assistant Settlement Officer of the section may pass the 
following errors, selecting as final one or other of the boundaries as he 
thinks best ; — 

(a) Errors up to 20 links, when the boundary line or point at 
which the discrepancy occurs is situated in oulfcivated 
lands. 

{b) Errors up to 50 links, when the point at which the discre- 
pancy occurs is situated in very jungly or difficult country. 


In case the error exceeds these limits, the common boundary of 
the villages at the place where the discrepancy occurs will have to bo 
re-surveyed, an arain being deputed for the purpose with the necessary 
prick -off. 

«J71. In case the Assistant Settlement Officer is of opinion that an 
Inspector has failed to do the comparison of the boundaries in tlio 
field, and has falsified his boundary milan book to conceal the fact, ho 
will report the case specially to the Settlement Officer. In other cases 
he may fine the Inspector responsible for defective or careless 
comparison. 

d72, Tho draughtsman, at the same time that he compares tho 
boundaries, will enter the conventional signs, showing whether a river 
or road running along the boundary is common to the two adjoining 
villages, or whether such river or road appertains to one village only. 
These signs are given in the specimen sheet of conventional signs. Uq 
will consult tho khatian in which the road or river is entered, before 
making the entries, 

37 d. i£e will check all lines, and then ink them in. Ihoka 
lines should be of tho same thickness as village boundary lines. To 
check a /Aofe line, the draughtsman will take a trace of the village 
boundary, starting from the trijunction point and tracing the bound- 
ary on both sides of the trijunction point, as far as the nearest traverse 
stations. This trace is then fitted on to the boundary of one or other of 
the ^adjoining villages,, and the direction of the adjoining village 
boundaries noted on the trace. This latter lino is then compared with 
tho thoku line of tire first village, as shown on the map. 

The Assistant Settlement Officer of the section, in order to test the 
draughtsman's work, will re-cheok daily the tfioka lines of at least three 
selected villages. He will ir^ial the thoka lines so checked in pencil. 

374. During boundary Mnparison the tavmim of boundary dispute 
decisions will bo also completed. 

The draughtsman, wlienever he finds that a boundary dispute 
decision has not been entered on the map, will send for the boundary 
dispute trace (Pait I) and will proceed to show the line decided on 
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(tj , tho black (lotted lino in tho trace) as the coned houmhry on tho 
ahoot concorned. 

To do this, ho will place the dispute trace on a tracing glass. Ho 
will then place tho shot't over it in eorrec^t position, and mark tho 
Tillage boundaries, and ink tliom in, as well ag tho boiiudarioa of euoh 
fialdg as have not b« on inko<l in at khanapuri. 

In (^aso n block has to bo transferred from a gheot of village A to 
TUlage Ih he will j>ln(‘o tho sheet of village A on the tracing glass and

37 During the margins of adjoining village sheets ^in 

bo compared. If discrepancies are found, the draughtsman will refer 
eaeli case to the officer in charge of the section, who will 
orders. 

The draughtsman will also see— 

{a) That [dots on the margin have been numbered in both 
sheets 

[b) That those numbers agree unless in cases where margins haw 
been closed, thus making separate plots. 

{c) Ho will ink in any dots which have been loft in pencil by 
the khanapuri amin, to denote that the margin has been 
closed. 


In case it is found that the inspector has not done the comparison 
of the biieot margins in the field, the officer in charge of the section 
will report the facts to the Settlement Officer. 

379. With reference to the entry of the conventional signs, solcctcl 
amiiis ns w(dl as Inspectors may be employed on the work. They 
should bo first made to practise with the specimeu sheet of conventional 
signs boloro them. When they have attained the requisite degree 
of proficiency, they may bo employed. The officer in charge of 
the section will examine the conventional signs in a number •'‘I 
village maps daili/, and will take care to seo that the draughtsmqn are 
doing the work carefully. 


PLOTTING ON THE 32 OR 64JN0H SCALE. 

380. In cases in whioh the plot numbers of village sites, wb b 
have been surveyed on the 16-incli scale, are indistinct or illogi' h" 
owing to the smallness of fields, the site or part of it should be plott' 1 
outside the village boundary on the 32 or 64-inch scale. Ordinarily 
the 32-inch scale will suffice. 

The procedure is as follows : — 

A quadrilateral is drawn around the village site or part of it. 
This quadrilateral is then plotted outside the village boundary 
pencil, its sides being made twice as long as the sides of the quadrila- 
teral (lesoribed round the site itself.

436. The maps, after being completed in the Drawing section, 
are sent to the area section for extraction of areas* 

437. On receipt of the sheets of 
a village, they are handed over to an 
estimator for first area extraction. 

The village map name and the estimator's name are entered in tho 
general register of tho section. The estimator then extracts the area 
of the village entering tho area of each field separately in the pros- 
cribed form, called the area statement. 

The areas of fields acre extracted by means of acre combs, (or talc 
squares, or computing scales) and the planimeter. 

The planimeter is used only for fields, the areas of which exceed 
10 acres. 

438. The first areas being extracted, the estimator returns tlie 

map, with his area statement, to the 
officer in charge ox the section, who

CHAPTEE L — (jFeneral. 

1. In carrying out the following rules, Revenue-ofidoers shall hare 
regard to the instructions of the Board of Revenue for the guidance 
of Revenue-officers, so far as such instruetions are consistent with the 
rules herein prescribed under Act VIII of 1885. 

2. Except where otherwise provided for by law or by these rules, 
all proceeding's and orders of Revenue -officers, passed in the discharge 
of any duty imposed upon them by or under this Act, shall be subject 
to the supervision and control of the Board of Revenue; and the pro- 
ceedings and orders of each Revenue-officer under tlii-< Act shall be 
subject to the supervision and control of the Revenue -officers to whom 
he may be declared b^ the Board of Revenue to be, for the purposes 
of the Act, subordinate :

Rules and Regulations of the Mathematical Instrument Office y 15 y Woo'i 

Street^ Calcutta. 

1. The Mathematical Instrament Office is a Depdt, for the supply, 
repair, and^ adjustment of mathematical and other instrumenta, etc , 
employed in various Government Departments and Offices. The 
instruments issued may be new or second-hand at the discretion of 
the Officer in charge ; as a rule, new instruments are not supplied 
if serviceable second-hand ones of the class required are available. 
Instruments, when no longer required, are also taken into store from 
Government Departments and authorised offices at a valuation which 
is given for each instrument returned. 

2. All transactions between the Mathematical Instrument Office 
and other Government Departments and offices are adjusted by “ book 
transfer.^’ 

3. Instruments, etc., when they can be conveniently spared, may 
be issued on “cash payment ” to District Boards and Municipalities, 
Native States, and individual officers of Government for their oOioial 
use. With the approval of the Officer in charge, instruments may 
also be sent to the Mathematical Instrument Office ‘‘ for repiirs ” on 
similar terms. Instruments, etc., cannot be issued to, nor repaired 
for, private firms or individuals. 

4. Instruments, etc , will be issued at their book value to, and repairs 
will be executed at cost price for. Public Service Departments of 
Government, but 25 per cent, will be added to the book value of issues 
to, and 10 per cent, will be added to the cost price of repairs executed 
for, jwass-Oommeroial Departments of Government or on 
payment.'^ 

5. The Mathematical Instrument Office cannot undertake 
supply or repair of any description of electrical or telegraphic ms ru 
meat, nor does it issue type, stationery, or drawing materials.

1)0 sent “on approval." Wlien instruments are rctpiired on “ Oovern- 
ment Service " for a limited time, however eliort, two distinct ‘‘book 
tiansfer" transactions are necessary ; ilic instruments must be properly 
huleiitod for and, when finished with, they must be ret in ned as “no 
lunger required." 

21. In all dealings with tlio Matliomatienl Instrument OlVne, |lio 
otfieial forms in use in that Ottiee should bo used, but military 
ollieers should submit indents and roquibitions “ fur r(3]'Mlrs " on I. A.
